Scranton, Pa., Aug. 1.—[Special.}—Ten 
thousand persons gathered at the Round 
Woods in this city this afternoon at a mass- 
meeting of striking miners that President 
Mitchell and District President Nicholls had 
been advertised to address. One-tenth were 
women, many with their babies in arms. 
This great crowd was fringed by a cordon 
of police, sent there by the city authorities. 
The Oxford breaker, the first to resume op- 
erations, was situated not far from this 
meeting place. | 

There were several speakers hefore Presi- 
dent Mitchell was introduced. He made a 
flery ech, declaring it was a question 
of manhood whether or not the miners won 
They coul® not hope to do so if 
they permitted the operators to trick them. 


Mitchell Gets Wild Greeting. 
President Mitchell was received with great 
enthusiasm. He made no references to the 
troubles at Shenandoah or the calling out 
It has been said by some that the miners 
of the Scranton region are getting tired of 
the strike and are about to return to work. 
I come to find out it this is so. Iwantto know 
if you aré going to return to work, dishonor- 
ing your organization and dishonoring your- 
selves, . 
“If the strike is lost, may God help the 
men, women, and children who depend for 
subsistence on the mining of anthracite coal. 
If the strike is lost you will pay the cost of 
the strike, 
I want to say that the anthracite miners 
went on strike themselves. They voted for 
the strike. It was not the officers of the 
United Mineworkers’ union who called the 
strike. It will never end until you vote it 
ended. 
From the offices of the coal presidents 
in New York comes the declaration that the 


strike will be settled only in their own way

WELL KNOWN BOSTON LAWYER 


Willard C, Van Derlip Arrested for Lar- 
ceny of $4,000 and Is Charged wi 
Appropriating $200,000. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. [Special. Willard 
C. Van Derlip of 15 Berwick park, a well 
known Boston lawyer and one of the most 
prominent members of the Boston lodge of 
Elks,, was arrested at his home this after- 
noon charged with the larceny of four bonds 
of the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern railroads, the property of John Lowell, 
worth $4,000, on May 21. The prisoner was 
arraigned this afternoon and his case was

It is alleged by Col. William D. Sohier 
and John Lowell, son of the late Judge John 
Lowell, that Van Derlip is an embezzler to 
the extent of $200,000, but they admit it will 
be impossible to charge him with a large 
part of that in court because it was com- 
mitted years ago, the statute law limiting 
the prosecution for any offense except mur- 
der after six years have expired. 

By the alleged wrongdoing of Van Derlip 
it is stated that he has practically wiped 
out the estate of George B. Emerson, of 
which he was a trustee. It is further alleged 
that the details of the embezzlement include 
the forgery of the name of one of the sureties 
of Van Derlip’s bond, which he gave as a 
trustee sixteen years ago. Owing to the legal 
limitation no prosecution can be made on 
that allegation. ‘ 

The Emerson estate was valued at $200,000.

Thirty-four contestants will participate in 
the first annual endurance run of the Chicago 
Automobile club, which takes place today 
over the 100 mile Libertyville-Waukegan 
course.

Her place 
in literature will not be high, but she Was 
certainly respectable in all her work and de- 
eldedly more worthy of popularity than are 
some contemporary women writers whose 
books sell by the fifty thousands.

Corelli's novels, she is certainly a keen witted 
woman of business: She makes a practice of 
publishing her books precisely at the season 
when publishers consider that Mis not worth 
while to publish anything.

The artist, leaning care- 
lessly against a column, held in his right 
hand his unfalling sketchbook; with his left 
he was drawing; now and then he glanced at 
the pulpit as if hoping to see once more the 
head of the preacher. A stranger, and sur- 
rounded by the terrified crowd, Leonardo 
maintained a superb composure. In his cool 
blue eyes, on his thin lips, tightly com- 
pressed, ke those of a man of minute ob- 
servation, there was the same aloofness and 
curiosity with which he had mathematically 
measured the body of the Aphrodite. At 
sight of him the tears dried in Giovanni's 
eyes, and the prayer was silenced upon his 
lips. 


“Leaving the church, he followed the 
artist and asked permission to see his sketch. 
Leonardo demurred, but presently handed 
the boy his sketchbook. And Giovanni saw 
a frightful caricature; not Savonarola, but 
an old and hideous devil in the dress of a 
monk, like the preacher, indeed, but as if 
disfigured by self-inflicted and torturing 
penance, his pride and his desires still un- 
subdued. The lower jaw protruded, wrin- 
kles intersected the cheek, the neck was 
twisted and black as a mummy’s; the bushy, 
beetling brows, the rabid glance, scarce pre- 
served a semblance of humanity. All that 
was dark, terrible, and superstitious, all 
that gave Savonarola into the power of the 
deformed, tongue-tied Marufl, was ex- 
pressed by Leonardo in his sketch, brought 
out with neither anger nor pity, but with an 
imperturbable and impartial clear-sighted- 
ness.“ 

With the destruction of the spirit of rever- 
ence, or at least of credulous reverence, 
came inevitably the appetite for knowledge. 

Who knows little loves little,“ said Leon- 
ardo. Great love ie the daughter of great 
knowledge, a saying which a greater than 


the’ less true. He loved, therefore, the 
circling world, the antidote to disease, the 
machinery which lightened the labors of 
men; the harmony of law in the physical 
world; the wonder of men’s faces; the mys- 
teries of pigments, and washes, and stains 
by which the artist reproduced nature and 
arrested history in its dramatic moments, 
for example, The Last Supper.“ 

What Merejkowski has done is to set forth, 
not in a well constructed story, but in a 
book as large, loose, vivid, and surprising | 
as life itself, with no more plot than is to 
be seen in the related yet unrelated ex- 
istences of mortals dwelling within the same 
city, the effect of such a life as Da Vinci's 
vpon his time; and in the murders in high 
places, the horrible sorcery among physi- 
cians, the idiotic reasoning of scholars, the 
madness of fanatics, the resorting to witch- 
craft by the helpless, the theories of imag- 
inative geographers, is presented with tre- 
mendous power the nature of the obstacles 
which this thinker and inventor had to over- 
come. 

His scientific experiments were mistaken 
for sorcery. His paintings were sometimes 
considered impious. His patience with other 
men's ideas was looked upon as weakness. 
He who had never heard of evolution— 
though he may have caught glimpses of the 
idea—inevitably lived the life of one Who 
believed it. He added to his time, opened 
the doors to let fear blow out, and tried as 
best he could to conform to nature, not to 


oppose it. 

The legend of his life is epitomized in an al- 
legory which a certain maiden tells to 
Giovanni, the mystic and adoring pupil of 
Leonardo—albeit a pupil who often revolted:

But absurd or not, logical or not, the book 
is a great one. The definite idea as over 
against the indefinite one; the proved the- 
orum as against the augur; theraputics as 
against sorcery; investigation as against 
fear—these are the things that caused the 
resurrection of the gods—for man, according 
to Merejkowski, gets nearest to God when 
he studies his laws and uses the materials 
with which he has supplied him.

He has vouchsafed to 
his man, wandering in the mazes of laws 
he does not comprehend, surrounded by im- 
mensity it maddens him to contemplate, a 
solace—that of creative labor. And here is 
the demonstration of God, through the man, 
in repetition of the work of the first creator 
or in the extension of law or power.
